The  Terms  and  Conditions  of  said  Contract  between 
the  Line  and  the  purchaser  and/or  passenger  (s),  upon  the 
basis  of  which  the  Line’s  fares  are  adjusted,  are  as  fol¬ 
lows,  it  being  understood  that  the  purchaser  acts  only  in 
the  capacity  of  representative  of  the  passenger(s). 


1.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  damage  from  delay, 
loss,  injury  or  death  of  or  to  a  passenger  or  property 
unless  shown  to  be  due  to  negligence  or  wrongdoing  of 
the  Line  or  person  in  its  service  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  without  contributory  negligence  of  the  pass¬ 
enger  or  claimant;  nor  if  due  to  any  act  or  omission, 
physical  or  mental  condition,  fault  or  negligence  of  any 
other  passenger;  nor  for  any  loss  or  damage  caused  by 
delay  in  sailing,  prolongation  of  voyage,  or  stoppage  in 
transit.

11.  In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time,  or  should  passage  he  demanded  under  contracts  issued  therefor,  but  in  excess  of  legal 
permit,  so  that  the  Line  cannot  furnish  transportation  on  steamer  and  date  herein  mentioned,  the  ocean  passage  money,  if  either  the  passenger  first 
named  in  this  Contract  or  the  Line  desire  it  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  be  returned  to  such  passenger;  and  in  such  case,  or  if  in  the  place  thereof, 
transportation  is  accepted  upon  another  vessel,  the  Line  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything  in  addition  thereto. 

12.  Prepaid  tickets  can  be  transferred  or  extended  only  upon  payment  of  the  difference  in  rate,  if  any,  hut  a  minimum  charge  of  10%  of  the 

ocean  passage  of  ticket  will  be  made.  ' 

13.  Passage  for  infants  and  children  is  charged  for  as  per  the  Line’s  rate  sheet,  in  effect  at  the  time  of  sale.  If  this  contract  misrepresents  the 
age  of  any  child,  and  the  Line  has  received  less  than  the  proper  fare  therefor,  the  Line  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  any  of  the  passengers  therein 
named,  unless  the  deficiency  is  paid,  or,  doing  so,  may  recover  the  same  from  the  adult  passengers  named  in  the  contract.  If,  however,  at  the  time 
of  forwarding,  any  child  mentioned  herein  has  reached  the  age  of  one  year  and/or  10  years,  as  the  case  may  he,  the  difference  between  the  fare  paid 
for  such  child  and  what  may  be  the  fare  according  to  the  new  age  limit  reached,  must  be  paid,  and  in  the  event  of  non-payment  of  such  additional 
passage  money,  the  Line  may  refuse  to  carry  any  or  all  of  the  passengers  until  the  deficiency  is  paid,  or  if  carrying  the  passenger  (s)  before  payment, 
may  recover  the  deficiency  from  the  adult  passengers  named  in  this  contract. 

14.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to  substitute  any  steamer  or  steamers,  change  any  date  of  sailing  or  cancel  any  sailing  at  any  time  without  notice, 
and  in  case  of  any  such  change,  passengers  shall  not  have  any  claim  or  demand  against  the  Line  in  consequence  thereof,  except  for  a  refund  of  the 
ocean  passage  money  paid,  upon  surrender  unused  of  this  Passage  Contract  and  of  the  Notice  to  Passengers. 

15.  In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time,  or  should  passage  be  demanded  under  contracts  issued  therefor,  hut  in  excess  of  legal 
permit,  so  that  the  Line  cannot  furnish  transportation  on  steamer  and  date  herein  mentioned,  the  ocean  passage  money,  if  either  the  passenger  or  the 
purchaser  or  Line  desire  it,  shall  be  returned  to  the  passenger  first  named  in  the  contract,  or  to  purchaser  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  and  in  such  case, 
or  if  in  place  thereof,  transportation  is  accepted  upon  another  vessel  the  Line  shall  not  he  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything  in  addition  thereto. 

16.  In  any  case  in  which  it  shall  he  necessary  or  proper  for  the  Line  to  make  payment  of  any  monies  by  way  of  refund,  or  otherwise,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  ticket,  such  payment  may  be  made  to  the  passenger  first  named  herein  and  such  passenger  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  the  agent  author¬ 
ized  to  receive  the  same  on  behalf  of  all  persons  interested  therein  and  the  Line  by  such  payment  shall  be  forever  fully  discharged  from  all  liability 
with  regard  thereto. 

17.  Should  any  responsibility  of  the  Line  in  respect  of  passengers  or  property  arise  before  responsibility  as  carrier  hereunder  begins  or  continue 
after  such  responsibility  ends,  same  shall  he  subject  to  all  the  limitations  and  exceptions  of  this  contract. 

18.  This  contract  is  not  available  for  persons  who  in  the  Line's  judgment  may  be  refused  admission  into  the  United  States  or  Canada  under  the 

Immigration  and/or  other  Laws  of  the  aforementioned  countries  at  the  time  in  force,  or  for  any  other  Teason,  and/or  who  may  he  suffering  from,  or 
with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  and/or  who,  for  any  other  cause,  may  endanger,  or  be  obnoxious  to  others.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to 

refuse  passage  to  such  person  or  persons,  and  upon  refunding  the  amount  paid  hereon  (less  European  railway  fares  or  other  expenses  incurred  on 

account  of  advances  to  or  for  passengers),  the  Line  shall  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  either  to  the  purchaser  or  passenger(s).  Purchaser, 
passage  money  and  passengers  are  all  liable  to  reimburse  the  Line  for  expenses  of  bringing  to  port,  maintaining  at  port,  and  returning  to  his  (her) 
home,  any  passenger  who  for  any  reasons,  is  not  permitted  to  or  does  not  sail.

20.  The  passengers  named  in  this  contract  agree  that  in  the  discretion  of  the  master,  owners  or  any  agent  of  the  vessel,  the  vessel  may,  either 
before  or  after  proceeding  to  or  toward  the  port  of  destination,  proceed  from  any  port  or  ports  notwithstanding  risks  from  war  or  hostilities  or  may 
for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  any  such  risk,  delay  sailing  from  any  port  or  ports  once  or  oftener  in  any  part  of  the  world,  according  to  the  ship’s  con¬ 
venience  and  wait  at  any  such  port  or  ports,  or  there  land  the  passengers  and  terminate  the  voyage  or  transship  any  passengers  or  their  property;  and 
the  full  passage  money  to  destination  shall  he  deemed  fully  earned  upon  embarkation  of  the  passenger  (whether  or  not  passenger(s)  leave(s)  the 
steamer  before  commencement  of  the  voyage)  and  shall  not  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part,  vessel,  passenger  or  property  lost  or  not  lost,  nor  although 
voyage  he  broken  up. 

21.  The  Line  will  use  all  reasonable  means  to  insure  the  ship  being  sent  to  sea  in  a  seaworthy  state  and  well  found,  hut  shall  not  otherwise  be 
held  liable  for  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  to  persons  or  property  of  passenger  or  his  baggage  or  delay  in  the  voyage,  arising  from  any  Act  of  God, 
perils  of  the  sea,  rivers  or  navigation,  fire,  public  enemies,  robbers,  thieves,  barratry  of  master,  and  crew,  negligence  of  the  Line’s  servants  or  agents, 
whether  on  board  the  steamer  or  ashore,  in  the  navigation  or  management  of  the  steamer  or  otherwise;  riots,  strikes,  lockouts,  or  labor  disputes  or  labor 
disturbances  of  any  kind,  explosions,  bursting  of  boilers,  breaking  of  shafts,  or  any  latent  defect  in  the  hull,  machinery  or  appurtenances  of  the 
steamer,  at  whatever  time  existing,  or  by  the  course  of  action  adopted  by  the  Line  or  other  persons,  whomsoever  in  contemplation  or  consequence 
thereof  or  in  connection  therewith,  or  from  any  cause  of  whatsoever  nature  beyond  the  Line’s  control.

22.  In  case  of  quarantine,  each  passenger  must  personally  hear  all  risks  and  expenses  thereby  caused,  including  the  cost  of  maintenance  during 
the  period  of  detention. 

23.  Passengers  are  not  allowed  to  take  on  board  the  steamer  animals,  intoxicating  liquors  or  beverages,  firearms  and/or  explosive  substances. 

24.  The  Line  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  $30.00  in  addition  to  the  regular  passage  fare,  in  respect  of  each  passenger  under  16  years  of  age,  unac¬ 
companied  by  a  parent  or  guardian. 

25.  All  provisions  hereof  and  all  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line,  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall  operate  as  well  for  the  benefit 
of  the  ship  and  all  servants,  officers,  agents  and/or  employees  of  the  Line  and/or  ship.  Should  any  such  provisions  he  held  to  he  partially  or  wholly 
invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  of  provisions  of  this  Contract,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line  nor  any  provisions 
of  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line. 

26.  The  purchaser  of  this  prepaid  passage  for  himself  (herself)  and  as  authorized  agent  for  the  passenger (s)  to  he  carried  hereunder,  admits  that 

he  (she)  (they)  lias  (have)  read  this  Contract  and  agrees  that  its  provisions  constitute  the  complete  agreement  between  the  Line,  purchaser  and  passen¬ 
ger;  and,  so  far  as  the  parties  may  lawfully  so  agree,  that  such  contract  is  paramount  to  any  and  all  laws  of  any  country  imposing  greater  obligations 
upon  the  Line,  the  benefit  of  any  such  laws  being  hereby  waived  hv  the  purchaser  and  passenger(s).

In  Consideration  of  the  amount  received  as  shown  in 
the  margin,  the  Line  agrees  to  issue  its  Ocean  Ticket 
Contract  entitling  the  person  named  as  passenger  in  the 
margin  to  passage  in  the  class  and  according  to  the  rate 
shown  in  the  margin,  on  a  vessel  of  the  Line  on  which 
accommodations  are  available,  subject  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  such  Ocean  Ticket  Contract,  and  subject 
to  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  upon  the  basis 
of  which  the  passage  charge  has  been  adjusted  and  which 
are  hereby  agreed  upon  by  the  Line,  the  purchaser  and 
the  passenger.

Any  monies  received 
in  excess  of  the  fare  for  such  ocean  transportation,  although 
not  separately  stated,  including  any  monies  received  for  quaran¬ 
tine,  disinfection  or  other  expenses  and  any  agreement  or  ar¬ 
rangement  in  respect  of  other  transportaton,  forwarding  or  ac¬ 
commodations  on  any  other  line,  railroad  or  other  carrier,  or  any 
order  issued  therefor,  or  any  monies  received  for  quarantine,  dis¬ 
infection  or  any  other  expenses,  are  received  and  included  only 
for  convenience  of  the  purchaser  and  passenger,  and  without  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Line  for  the  acceptance  or  performance  thereof, 
and  subject  to  acceptance  by,  and  to  the  regular  transportation 
or  other  contracts  and  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  amount  of 
baggage  carried  free  of  charge  and  other  rules  and  regulations 
of  such  other  line,  railroad  or  other  carrier.  The  passenger  will 
be  supplied  with  board  only  on  the  vessel’s  ocean  voyage  from 
the  port  of  embarkation  to  the  port  of  debarkation  named 
herein,  and  although  booked  beyond  said  port,  will  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  make  any  claim  on  the  Line  for  board  or  other  ex¬ 
penses  while  awaiting  forwarding  or  transportation  to  the  pass¬ 
enger’s  final  destination.  All  hotel  and  other  expenses  at  port 
of  embarkation  including  charges  for  transfer  of  baggage  to  the 
vessel’s  pier  and  other  charges  thereon,  must  be  paid  by  the 
passenger  himself  and  are  not  payable  by  the  Line. 

10.  All  baggage,  in  order  to  entitle  the  same  to  transportation 
hereunder,  shall  be  delivered  and  claimed  at  the  pier  at  least 
two  hours  before  the  time  set  for  sailing.  Baggage  not  so  de¬ 
livered  and  claimed  may  be  received  and  forwarded  by  other 
vessels  and  such  forwarding  shall  be  at  passenger's  risk  and 
expense  thereof.  No  person  except  the  Line’s  baggage  master, 
and  then  only  at  its  pier  from  which  the  vessel  sails,  is  au¬ 
thorized  to  accept  custody  of  a  passenger’s  property  on  the 
Line’s  behalf  or  arrange  for  payment  of  any  excess  or  other 
charges  thereon  and  no  property  shall  be  received  into  the 
custody  of  the  Line  or  the  latter  be  deemed  to  become  respon¬ 
sible  therefor,  except  on  delivery  to  and  acceptance  by  its  bag¬ 
gage  master  at  said  pier.  Passenger’s  baggage  must  be  registered 
with  the  Line’s  baggage  master  on  the  Line’s  pier  before  em¬ 
barkation,  and  neither  the  Line,  nor  its  agents  shall  be  liable  for 
loss,  delay  or  injury  thereto  if  not  so  registered.  Upon  debarka¬ 
tion  from  the  vessel  at  destination  the  passenger  must  claim  his 
baggage  and  surrender  the  receipt  received  therefor  upon  regis¬ 
tration,  and  thereupon  all  responsibility  of  the  Line  in  respect 
of  the  baggage  shall  cease  and  the  passenger  himself  must 
look  after  his  baggage  and  the  transfer  of  the  same  to  railroad 
depot,  other  vessel,  other  carrier  or  elsewhere,  as  required,  and 
see  to  it  that  the  same  is  properly  registered  with  such  railroad, 
or  other  vessel  or  other  carrier  and  placed  on  board  for  trans¬ 
portation  on  the  same  train  or  vessel  with  the  passenger.  Bag¬ 
gage  is  registered  for  the  ocean  voyage  only.  The  responsibility 
of  the  Line,  as  carrier,  in  respect  of  any  property  shall  not  in 
any  event  be  deemed  to  attach  until  actually  on  the  vessel  and 
shall  end  without  notice  immediately  on  leaving  the  same;  any 
responsibility  of  the  Line  in  respect  of  passenger’s  property 
attaching  before  being  on  board  or  remaining  after  leaving  the 

shall  be  that  of  an  ordinary  bailee  only,  without  respon¬ 
sibility  except  for  ordinary  care,  but  shall  nevertheless  be  sub¬ 
ject  t„  all  limitations,  conditions,  exceptions  and  exemptions  as 
to  liability  provided  for  in  any  circumstances  in  this  contract, 
in  addition  to  any  existing  by  law. 


11.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  upon  *any  claim  for'TbSS  OOR  or  of  bOHtly  injuries  ro  a  -passenger,  or  xur  iu»  u>  m 
or  personal  property,  unless  written  notice  of  such  claim  be  given  to  and  filed  with  the  Line  at  its  principal  office  in  Warsaw,  Poland,  or  at  the  office 
of  its  General  Agents,  Gdynia  America  Line,  Inc.,  in  New  York  City,  New  York,  U.  S.  A.  within  30  days  after  the  passenger  leaves  the  vessel  or 
the  voyage  terminates,  or  in  the  event  of  the  passenger’s  death  while  on  the  voyage,  unless  such  claim  is  so  given  and  filed  within  45  days  after  the 
passenger’s  death.  Failure  to  make  and  file  claim  as  above  provided  shall  bar  all  suits  and  actions  no  matter  by  whom  instituted.  All  suits  and  actions 
to  recover  upon  any  claim  for  loss  of  life  o-r  bodily  injuries,  or  for  loss  of,  or  damage  to  baggage  or  personal  property  must  be  commenced  w.ithin 
six  months  from  the  day  when  the  death,  injury,  loss,  or  damage  occurred,  and  failure  to  bring  action  within  said  period  shall  forever  bar  all  suits 
and  actions  no  matter  by  whom  instituted.  This  limitation  shall  be  applicable  although  the  Line  be  a  non-resident  or  foreign  corporation.  In  any 
case  where  Section  4283A  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall  apply,  all  provisions  of  this  paragraph  inconsistent  with  said  section 
shall  be  inapplicable,  and  the  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  claim  for  loss  of  life  or  bodily  injuries  unless  written  notice  of  such  claim  shall  be 
given  to  and  filed  with  the  Line  at  the  places  in  this  paragraph  provided  within  six  months  from  the  date  when  the  death  or  injury  occurred  and 
suits  for  such  loss  of  life  or  bodily  injuries  be  instituted  within  one  year  from  the  date  when  the  death  or  injuries  occurred.  The  requirements  of 
this  clause  cannot  be  waived  by  an  agent  or  employee  of  the  Line;  they  may  be  waived  only  by  express  written  agreement  of  a  director  or  officer  of 
the  Line  or  of  its  General  Agents  in  New  York,  having  authority  in  the  premises. 


12.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  act,  failure  to  act,  error,  neglect,  or  lack  of  skill,  on  the  part  of  any  physician,  surgeon,  medical 
attendant,  nurse,  masseur,  manicurist,  hairdresser,  barber,  photographer,  launderer,  or  tailor  or  other  persons  performing  similar  services,  or  for  the 
quality,  nature  or  consequences  of  any  services  rendered  or  treatments  given  or  supplies  or  materials  furnished  by  any  of  the  foregoing  persons,  or 
for  any  fault  or  defect  in  any  implement,  device,  or  method  employed  by  any  of  the  foregoing  persons,  the  services  of  the  said  persons  and 
the  supplies  and  implements  used  by  them  being  made  available  merely  for  the  convenience  of  the  passenger  desiring  to  use  same  and  being  entirely 
at  the  passenger’s  own  risk,  and  at  his  own  expense.  Any  passenger  visiting  or  using  any  athletic  or  recreational  apparatus,  equipment  or  space  does 
so  at  his  own  risk  of  injury,  damage  or  loss  to  person  or  property. 


13.  This  contract  is  not  transferable  and  is  valid  for  only  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  thereof.  Upon  application  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  first  named  the  Line  shall  reserve  accommodations  for  the  passenger  upon  a  vessel  sailing  at  the  time  desired  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  accommoda¬ 
tions  are  available.  A  passenger  arriving  at  port  of  embarkation  without  having  reserved  accommodations  in  advance,  does  so  at  his  own  risk.  Reser¬ 
vations  will  not  be  made  for  aliens  destined  from  European  countries  to  the  United  States  or  Canada,  unless  such  aliens  are  already  in  possession  of 
the  necessary  passport  and  visa  and  other  documents  required  to  enter  either  of  the  foregoing  countries.  Where  accommodations  have  been  reserved 
on  a  particular  sailing  of  a  particular  vessel,  and  the  passenger  does  not  notify  the  Line  of  the  cancellation  thereof  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
vessels  sailing  date,  the  line  shall  be  deemed  to  have  fully  pet  formed  its  contract,  and  no  refund  shall  be  made  of  any  sum  which  has  been  paid 
for  the  ticket. 


14.  If  this  contract  is  not  used  and  no  accommodations  have  been  reserved,  cancellation  may  be  granted,  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  upon 

request  of  the  purchaser  or  the  passenger  first  named  herein  and  upon  surrender  of  the  portions  of  this  contract  designated  as  “Purchaser’s 
Receipt”  and  “Notice  to  Passengers,”  and  thereupon  the  Line  shall  be  relieved  of  any  and  all  other  obligations  hereunder  and  shall  be  liable 
only  to  refund  the  ocean  passage  money,  and  any  monies  received  for,  other  purposes  and  not  paid  over  for  such  purposes,  less  agency  commis¬ 
sions  and  other  expenses,  provided  further  that  no  refund  will  be  madia  until  the  cancellation  hag  been  confirmed  by  the  Head  Office  of  the  Line 
at  Warsaw,  Poland.  . 

15.  In  any  case  in  which  it  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  Line  to  make  payment  of  any  monies  by  way  of  refund,  or  otherwise,  m 
connection  with  this  ticket  such  repayment  shall  be  made  to  thie  purchaser  or  the  passenger  first  named  herein,  and  such  purchaser  or  pas¬ 
senger  shall  be  conclusively  deented  the  agent  authorized  to  receive  the  same  on  behalf  of  all  persons  interested  therein  and  the  Line  by  such 
payment  shall  be  forever  fully  discharged  from  all  liability  with  regard  thereto. 

16.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to  substitute  any  vessel  or  vessels  or  accommodations  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  transportation 
hereunder  and  to  change  any  date  of  sailing  or  cancel  any  sailing  at  any  time  without  notice,  and  in  case  of  any  such  change,  substitution  or  can¬ 
cellation,  no  claim  or  demand  shall  be  asserted  against  the  Line  by  reason  of  any  change,  substitution,  cancellation,  or  delay  for  any  hotel,  travel¬ 
ing  or  other  expense,  or  other  loss  or  damage,  except  for  a  refund  of  the  ocean  passage  money  paid,  upon  surrender  of  the  portions  of  this  con¬ 
tract  designated  as  “Purchaser’s  Receipt”  and  “Notice  to  Passengers.” 

In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time,  or  the  Line  cannot  furnish  accommodations  or  transportation  on  the  vessel  or  date 
for  which  reservations  have  been  requested  or  made,  and  in  the  event  no  vessel  or  accommodation  is  substituted  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the 
passage  money  shall  be  refunded.  Upon  such  refund  of  passage  money,  the  Line  shall  be  completely  released  from  the  terms  of  this  Contract 
and  it  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything  in  addition  thereto. 

In  case  of  substitution  of  vessels  the  difference  (if  any)  between  the  face  value  of  the  ticket  and  the  regular  quoted  Tate  of  the  vessel 
substituted  will  be  charged  the  passenger,  or  refunded  to  him,  as  the  case  may  be. 

17.  In  the  event  of  error  or  misrepresentation  with  regard  to  the  age  of  any  child  accompanying  the  passenger  named  herein  so  that  the 

Line  has  received  tess  than  its  regular  fare  therefor,  or  in  the  case  of  any  child  not  specified  in  this  contract  accompanying  the  passenger  named 
herein  and  for  whom  fare  has  not  been  paid,  the  passenger  hereunder  shall  not  be  entitled  to  transportation  until  the  full  and  correct  fare  for  all  such 
children  at  the  Line’s  regular  rates  has  been  paid,  and  if  transportation  is  given  to  any  such  child,  the  adult  passenger  named  herein  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  responsible  for  and  shall  pay  any1  such  deficiency  in  the  fa. e,  and  the  Line  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  baggage  and  other  property  of 
such  passenger  therefor.  J 

18.  This  contract  is  not  available  for  persons  who  in  the  Line’s  j'udgment  may  be  refused  admission  to  the  United  States  or  Canada,  under 
the  immigration  laws  or  any  other  laws  of  the  aforementioned  countries.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to  defuse  to  grant  passage  to  any  passen¬ 
ger  without  proper  documents  or  whose  documents  are  found  or  may  appear  to  be  invalid  or  fraudulent,  or  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  Line  is 
madmissable  under  the  laws  of  the  country  of  debarkation. 

The  passenger  must  take  such  steps  (including  provision  of  all  necessary  documents)  as  may  be  required  to  enable  him  to  land  at  his 

port  of  destination  and  generally  to  comply  with  the  Laws  of  the  country  in  which  such  port  is  situated.  The  Line  shall  not  in  any  circum¬ 

stances  whatsoever  and  whether  or  not  such  documents  are  produced  to  it  by  the  passenger  or  information  or  advice  as  to  the  said  Laws  is 
given  by  it  to  the  passenger  be  liable  for  the  consequence  of  any  insufficiency  or  irregularity  in  such  documents  or  the  non-compliance  by  the 
passenger  with  such  laws. 

This  Contract  is  not  available  for  any  person  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Line  or  master,  is  or  becomes  in  such  a  state  off  health  or  physical 

condition  as  to  be  unfit  to  travel,  or  whose  condition  through  disease  or  otherwise  is  or  becomes  dangerous  or  obnoxious  to  other  passengers. 

Either  before  sailing  or  at  any  subsequent  stage  transportation  may  be  refused  any  such  person,  and  such  person  may  be  landed  or  left  at  any 
place  at  the  convenience  of  the  Line.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  or  damage  because  of  being  so  refused  transportation  or 
landed  or  left;  but  upon  surrender  of  the  portions  of  this  contract  designated  as  “Purchaser’s  Receipt”  and  “Notice  to  Passengers”  or  the  Ocean 
Ticket  Contract,  the  passage  money  will  be  refunded  less  any  expenses  paid  or  incurred  by  the  Line  because  of  the  aforesaid  conditions  or  for 
the  account  of  said  passenger,  and  less  also  fare  where  the  passenger  is  left  or  landed. 

The  purchaser,  passage  money  and  passenger  shall  be  liable  to  reimburse  the  Line  for  expenses  in  bringing  to  port,  maintaining  at  port, 
and  returning  to  his  home  any  passenger  who  for  any  reason  is  not  permitted  to  or  docs  not  sail. 

19.  In  case  of  quarantine,  each  passenger  must  personally  bear  all  risks  and  expenses  thereby  caused,  including  the  cost  of  maintenance 

during  the  period  of  detention. 

20.  The  passenger  is  not  entitled  to  entire  stateroom  unless  all  beds  or  berths  therein  are  bought  and  paid  for  at  regjular  rates.  In 

case  the  purchaser  or  passenger  has  paid  for  a  bed  or  berth  in  a  cabin  containing  more  than  one  bed  or  berth  the  Line  reserves  the  right  to 

transfer  and  accommodate  such  passenger  in  a  bed  or  berth  of  a  different  cabin  in  the  same  class. 

21.  This  ticket  is  not  valid,  unless  stamped  or  signed  by  the  Line’s  Agent  in  the  margin  on  the  face  of  this  ticket. 

22.  All  provisions  heTeof  and  all  provisions  of  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line,  shall  he  cumulative,  and  shall  operate  as  well  for  the 
bertefit  of  the  vessel  and  of  all  servants,  officers,  directors,  agents  and  employees  of  the  Line  and  vessel.  Should  any  provision  hereof  be  held  to 
be  partially  or  wholly  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  ncrt  affect  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  of  provisions  of  this  Contract  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Line,  nor  any  provisions  of  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line. 


23.  The  purchaser  hereof  covenants  and  warrants  that  he  is  the  agent  of  the  passenger  named  on  the  face  of  this  ticket  and  that  he  is  duly 
authorized  to  agree  to  all  of  the  stipulations,  exceptions  and  conditions  contained  in  this  contract,  and  does  hereby,  for  himself  and  as  agent  for  the 
passenger,  admit  having  read  this  contract  and  does  agree  that  its  provisions  constitute  the  complete  agreement  between  the  Line,  the  purchaser  and 
the  passenger. 


Clause  5  of  the  within  ticket  is  hereby  deleted,  and  Clauses  2 
and  7  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  in  their  entirety  as 
follows: 

2.  (a)  The  entire  transit  for  which  this  ticket  is  issued  is  at 
the  passenger's  risk  in  every  respect.  The  Line  is  not  liable  with 
respect  to  the  passenger  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or  personal 
effects  or  belongings,  whatsoever,  belonging  to  or  carried  by  the 
passenger  at  any  stage  of  the  transit,  whether  before,  during,  or 
after  the  vessel's  voyage,  for  loss  of  life,  illness,  personal  injury  or 
damage,  loss,  detention,  expense  or  delay,  occurring  to  or  suffered 
by  the  passenger,  or  his  baggage,  or  personal  effects  or  belongings, 
during  or  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
from  whatsoever  cause  arising,  and  whensoever  and  wheresoever 
happening,  and  whether  or  not  the  same  be  wholly  or  partly 
caused  by  any  act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  company,  its  represen¬ 
tatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew,  or  servants,  or  of  any  other 
person  for  whose  acts,  neglects  or  defaults  the  company  would,  if 
not  excused  by  this  agreement,  be  responsible,  or  by  any  defect, 
latent  or  otherwise,  or  any  unseaworthiness  in  the  carrying  vessel 
or  in  any  of  the  boats,  tackle,  fittings  or  appurtenances  thereof, 
including  stores,  victuals,  wines,  spirits  and  water  of  the  carrying 
vessel,  or  any  of  her  boats,  or  of  any  tender  boat,  tackle  or  thing 
whatsoever  which  may  be  used  during  or  for  the  purpose  of  the 
voyage,  or  embarkation  or  disembarkation,  or  trans-shipment  of 
the  passenger,  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or  personal  effects  or 
belongings,  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

(b)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  2  (a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  of  life,  or  personal  injury,  arising  from  any  cause 
whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives,  agents,  master, 
officers,  crew,  or  servants,  or  any  other  person,  may  be  held  liable, 
the  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger  or  by  his  or  her  surviv¬ 
ing  spouse,  executors,  administrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs 
and  next  of  kin,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND 
DOLLARS.  The  fare  for  the  voyage  herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon 
the  above  representation  and  valuation.  However,  each  passenger 
may  secure  an  increase  in  the  Line's  liability  above  the  said  sum 
of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  by  paying  to  the  Line  before 
embarking  a  sum  equivalent  to  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
amount  of  the  increased  limit  of  liability  sought  by  the  passenger. 
The  increased  liability  will  be  effective  only  from  the  time  when 
payment  is  made  by  the  passenger.  A  receipt  will  be  given  the 
passenger  for  the  amount  of  such  payment  made  by  him,  and  will 
recite  the  increased  limit  of  liability  of  the  Line  for  which  pay¬ 
ment  is  made.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event  what¬ 
soever  for  more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally  proved 
to  have  been  sustained  by  the  passenger,  his  or  her  surviving 
spouse,  executors,  administrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and 
next  of  kin. 

(c)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  2  (a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage, 
whether  or  not  in  the  passenger’s  custody,  arising  from  any  cause 
whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives,  agents,  master, 
officers,  crew  or  servants,  or  any  other  person  may  be  held  liable, 
the  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger,  or  by  his  or  her  surviv¬ 
ing  spouse,  executors,  administrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs 
and  next  of  kin,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED 
FIFTY  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for  the  voyage  herein  is,  in  part, 
based  upon  the  above  representation  and  valuation.  However,  each 
passenger  may,  prior  to  embarkation,  deliver  a  declaration  in  writ¬ 
ing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for  such  baggage  and/or  hand 
baggage,  to  the  Line’s  baggage  master  at  the  port  of  embarkation, 
and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent  on  the  excess  of 
value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  mentioned  above,  in 
which  case  the  Line’s  liability  shall  not  exceed  such  specified 
value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event  whatsoever,  for 


more  than  the.  actual-amount  of  damages  legally  proved  to  have 
been  sustained  by  the  passenger's  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage. 

(d)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  2  (a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  other  personal  property  of  ffie 
passenger  whatsoever,  whether  or  not  in  the  passenger's  custoly, 
arising  from  any  cause  whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  repL- 
sentatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or  any  other 
person  may  be  held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the  pas¬ 
senger  or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  administrators, 
legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for  the  voyage 
herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon  the  above  representation  and  value. 
However,  each  passenger  may,  prior  to  embarkation,  deliver  a 
declaration  in  writing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for  such  other 
personal  property  to  the  Line’s  baggage  master  at  the  port  of 
embarkation  and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent  on  the 
excess  of  value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  mentioned 
above,  in  which  case  the  Line’s  liability  shall  not  exceed  such 
specified  value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event  what¬ 
soever  for  more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally  proved 
to  have  been  sustained  by  any  other  personal  property  of  the 
passenger. 

(e)  Each  passenger  will  be  allowed  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the 
vessel’s  safe,  in  which  to  place  property  which  the  passenger  may 
consider  valuable;  no  charge  therefor  will  be  made  by  the  Line, 
but  such  use  of  the  vessel's  safe  by  the  passenger  shall  in  no  wise 
increase  the  Line's  liability. 

(f)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  between  the  passenger  and  the 
Line  that  the  baggage  which  the  passenger  is  entitled  to  have 
carried  on  the  vessel  shall  contain  only  such  wearing  apparel, 
articles  of  personal  adornment,  toilet  articles,  and  similar  per¬ 
sonal  effects  as  are  necessary  and  appropriate  for  wear  by  and  use 
of  the  passenger  and  as  are  not  excluded  in  the  next  sentence.

3.  Passage  money  shall  be  deemed  fully  earned  and 
not  to  be  refunded  in  whole  or  part,  vessel,  passengers 
or  property  lost  or  not  lost. 

4.  Documents,  manuscripts,  money,  jewelry  or  val¬ 
uables  of  any  description,  including  such  articles  as 
are  specified  in  Section  4281  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  included  in  baggage 
and  if  included  by  the  passenger  no  liability  on  ac¬ 
count  of  such  articles  is  assumed  by  the  Company.

23.  This  contract  is  made  between  the  passenger  and  The  East  Asiatic  Company,  Ltd.,  Copenhagen,  which  is  the  owner  of 
the  steamship,  and  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  wherever  the  word  “Company”  or  the  words  “Steamship  Company”  or  the 
word  “Line”  or  any  similar  words  or  phrases  occur  in  this  contract,  they  refer  only  to  The  East  Asiatic  Company,  Ltd  and  that 
no  other  corporation  or  individual  is  a  party  to  this  contract,  and  that  all  other  corporations  or  individuals  assume’  no  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  its  performance  and  are  exempt  from  any  liability  under  this  contract  or  otherwise.

Property, 
other  than  described  above,  must  be  locked  up  in  a  trunk 
or  receptacle  of  such  character  as  not  to  be  readily  opened 
or  removed,  and  failure  of  a  passenger  to  observe  these 
requirements  shall  in  case  of  loss  or  damage  during  neg¬ 
lect  thereof  be  deemed  negligence  of  the  passenger  con¬ 
tributing  to  such  loss  or  damage. 

4.  Fifteen  cubic  feet  of  personal  baggage  for  each 
third  and  tourist  class  and  twenty  cubic  feet  for  each 
cabin  class  passenger  will  be  carried  without  additional 
charge.  The  passenger  shall  pay  the  current  rate  per 
cubic  foot  of  baggage  in  excess  thereof.  Neither  the  Line, 
nor  the  passage  broker  or  agent,  is  in  any  case  liable  for 
loss  of,  or  injury  to,  or  delay  in  the  delivery  of,  baggage 
or  personal  effects  beyond  the  amount  of  FIFTY  DOL¬ 
LARS  for  each  adult  passenger  at  which  sum  it  is  Hereby 
Mutually  Agreed  that  the  same  is  valued  and  upon  which 
valuation  the  price  of  passage  hereunder  is  in  part 
based,  unless  the  value  of  the  same  be  declared  at  or 
before  the  issuance  of  this  Contract  or  at  or  before  the 
delivery  of  said  baggage  to  the  ship  and  additional  com¬ 
pensation  at  the  rate  of  1%  on  the  excess  of  such  value 
over  Fifty  dollars  is  paid  (in  which  case  the  liability  shall 


not  exceed  such  declared  value),  nor  unless  a  special  contract  is  made  in  duplicate  and  signed  by  the  parties.  The  limitations  of  this  paragraph  shall  also 
apply  to  any  baggage  or  property  as  to  which  the  Line  may  become  liable  as  warehouseman  either  before  or  after  the  voyage,  and  to  baggage  or  prop¬ 
erty  placed  in  the  passenger's  stateroom.  The  passenger  must  distinctly  label  baggage  with  his  name,  steamer,  date  of  sailing  and  destination,  and  in 
default  thereof  the  Line  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  loss,  delay  or  non-delivery  of  the  baggage.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage 
arising  from  the  nature  or  insufficiency,  inadequacy,  or  absence  of  marks,  address  or  description  of  baggage. 

5.  ON  LY  the  Line  or  its  General  Agent  at  New  York  has  authority  to  modify  or  add  to  the  printed  terms  of  said  Contract  in  any  respect.  No 
person  except  the  Baggage  Master  while  at  the  steamship  pier  has  authority  to  accept  delivery  of  a  passenger’s  property  hereunder  nor  to  arrange  for 
the  payment  of  any  excess  charges  thereon,  and  no  property  of  a  passenger  shall  be  deemed  received  into  the  Line’s  custody  nor  the  Line  deemed  to 
be  responsible  therefor  until  delivered  to  and  accepted  by  its  Baggage  Master  at  the  steamship  pier. 

6.  The  responsibility  of  the  Line  hereunder  is  limited  to  that  period  only  while  the  passenger  and/or  his  baggage  are  on  board  the  steameT 
and/or  its  tenders  or,  (in  the  case  of  baggage)  when  such  baggage  has  been  received  and  accepted  by  the  Baggage  Master  at  the  steamship  pier  and 
has  not  yet  been  placed  on  the  steamship  or  tender.  Money  received  by  the  Line  in  respect  of  transportation  other  than  the  transatlantic  passage 
hereinabove  provided  for  its  received  only  as  the  passenger’s  agent  to  pay  the  same  over  to  other  carriers,  and  the  Line  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have 
received  passengers  or  property  into  its  custody  or  become  responsible  for  either  until  arrival  on  board  the  vessel  or  tender  at  port  of  embarkation 
for  said  transatlantic  passage,  and  its  responsibility  as  carrier  shall  end  without  notice  on  disembarkation  or  discharge  at  its  wharf  or  over  the  vessel’* 
side  at  port  of  call  or  final  destination  of  Line’s  ship  or  at  port  of  transfer  or  transshipment. 

7.  Notwithstanding  other  limitation  by  law,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Line  is  a  foreign  corporation,  no  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
shall  be  maintainable  against  the  Line  or  any  vessel  in  its  service,  or  any  agent  of  either,  for  damages  from  delay,  loss,  injury  or  death  of  or  to  or 
detention  of  any  passenger  or  of  any  baggage  or  other  property  unless  commenced  within  six  months  from  the  termination  or  abandonment  of  the 
transatlantic  voyage  hereunder  nor  unless  (in  case  of  claim  for  injury,  detention  or  death  of  any  passenger),  within  thirty  days,  or  (in  all  other  cases) 
within  sixty  days,  after  the  termination  or  abandonment  of  the  transatlantic  voyage  hereunder,  written  notice  of  the  claim  and  of  the  facts  upon  which 
it  is  based  shall  be  presented  to  the  Line  at  its  principal  office  in  New  York  or  Gdynia,  Poland. 

8.  Passengers  receiving  professional  services  from  the  ship’s  physician  or  medicines  during  the  voyage  shall  not  be  charged  therefor,  provided 
that  they  are  furnished  for  a  condition  arising  after  embarkation.  The  Line  shall  not  in  any  case  be  responsible  for  any  act  or  omission  or  for  tncom- 
petency  of  such  physician  nor  foi  results  of  his  treatment  or  advice  or  effects  of  medicines  or  drugs  received  or  used. 

9.  This  Contract  is  valid  only  for  the  passenger(s)  named  herein  and  for  two  years  from  date  hereof.  Upon  application  of  the  passenger  first 
named,  the  Line  shall  reserve  accommodations  for  the  passenger(s)  upon  a  steamer  sailing  at  the  time  desired  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  accommodations 
are  available,  and  this  Contract  shall  thenceforth  be  valid  only  for  such  steamer  and  voyage,  or  such  other  steamer  and  voyage,  if  any,  as  may  be  sub¬ 
stituted  by  the  Line. 

10.  Except  as  in  this  Contract  otherwise  provided  and  except  in  case  of  wrongful  refusal  of  the  Line  to  perform  the  contract,  neither  the  pur¬ 
chaser  nor  any  passenger  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  cancellation  hereof  or  refund  any  part  of  the  ocean  passage  money  received;  but  at  the 
request  of  the  purchaser  or  the  passenger  first  named  herein  and  upon  the  surrender  of  the  “purchaser’s  receipt”  and  “notice  to  passenger,"  cancella¬ 
tion  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  be  granted  and  thereupon  the  Line  shall  be  relieved  of  any  and  all  obligations  hereunder  and  shall  be  liable 
only  to  refund  the  ocean  passage  money  and  any  monies  received  for  other  purposes  and  not  paid  over  for  such  purposes,  less  the  following  cancella¬ 
tion  fees;  Cabin  Class:  10%  of  the  ocean  passage;  Tourist  Class:  $12.50  per  each  full  fare  and  $6.25  per  each  half  fare;  Third  Class:  $10.00  per  each 
full  fare  and  $5.00  per  each  half  fare;  provided  further  that  no  refund  will  be  made  until  the  cancellation  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Head  Office  of 
the  Line. 

11.  In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time,  or  should  passage  be  demanded  under  contracts  issued  therefor,  but  in  excess  of  legal 

permit,  so  that  the  Line  cannot  furnish  transportation  on  steamer  and  date  herein  mentioned,  the  ocean  passage  money,  if  either  the  passenger  first 
named  in  this  Contract  or  the  Line  desire  it  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  be  returned  to  such  passenger;  and  in  such  case,  or  if  in  the  place  thereof, 
transportation  is  accepted  upon  another  vessel,  the  Line  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything  in  addition  thereto. 

12.  Prepaid  tickets  can  be  transferred  or  extended  only  upon  payment  of  the  difference  in  rate,  if  any,  but  a  minimum  charge  of  10%  of  the 

ocean  passage  of  ticket  will  be  made.  ' 

13.  Passage  for  infants  and  children  is  charged  for  as  per  the  Line’s  rate  sheet,  in  effect  at  the  time  of  sale.  If  this  contract  misrepresents  the 

age  of  any  child,  and  the  Line  has  received  less  than  the  proper  fare  therefor,  the  Line  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  any  of  the  passengers  therein 

named,  unless  the  deficiency  is  paid,  or,  doing  so,  may  recover  the  same  from  the  adult  passengers  named  in  the  contract.  If,  however,  at  the  time 
of  forwarding,  any  child  mentioned  herein  has  reached  the  age  of  one  year  and/or  10  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  difference  between  the  fare  paid 
for  such  child  and  what  may  be  the  fare  according  to  the  new  age  limit  reached,  must  be  paid,  and  in  the  event  of  non-payment  of  such  additional 
passage  money,  the  Line  may  refuse  to  carry  any  or  all  of  the  passengers  until  the  deficiency  is  paid,  or  if  carrying  the  passenger(s)  before  payment, 
may  recover  the  deficiency  from  the  adult  passengers  named  in  this  contract. 

14.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to  substitute  any  steamer  or  steamers,  change  any  date  of  sailing  or  cancel  any  sailing  at  any  time  without  notice, 
and  in  case  of  any  such  change,  passengers  shall  not  have  any  claim  or  demand  against  the  Line  in  consequence  thereof,  except  for  a  refund  of  the 
ocean  passage  money  paid,  upon  surrender  unused  of  this  Passage  Contract  and  of  the  Notice  to  Passengers. 

15.  In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time,  or  should  passage  be  demanded  undeT  contracts  issued  therefor,  hut  in  excess  of  legal 
permit,  so  that  the  Line  cannot  furnish  transportation  on  steamer  and  date  herein  mentioned,  the  ocean  passage  money,  if  either  the  passenger  or  the 
purchaser  or  Line  desire  it,  shall  be  returned  to  the  passenger  first  named  in  the  contract,  or  to  purchaser  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  and  in  such  case, 
or  if  in  place  thereof,  transportation  is  accepted  upon  another  vessel  the  Line  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything  in  addition  thereto. 

16.  In  any  case  in  which  it  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  Line  to  make  payment  of  any  monies  by  way  of  refund,  or  otherwise,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  ticket,  such  payment  may  be  made  to  the  passenger  first  named  herein  and  such  passenger  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  the  agent  author¬ 
ized  to  receive  the  same  on  behalf  of  all  persons  interested  therein  and  the  Line  by  such  payment  shall  be  forever  fully  discharged  from  all  liability 
with  regard  thereto. 

17.  Should  any  responsibility  of  the  Line  in  respect  of  passengers  or  property  arise  before  responsibility  as  carrier  hereunder  begins  or  continue 

after  such  responsibility  ends,  same  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  limitations  and  exceptions  of  this  contract. 

18.  This  contract  is  not  available  for  persons  who  in  the  Line’s  judgment  may  be  refused  admission  into  the  United  States  or  Canada  under  the 

Immigration  and/or  other  Lav/s  of  the  aforementioned  countries  at  the  time  in  force,  or  for  any  other  reason,  and/or  who  may  be  suffering  from,  or 
with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  and/or  who,  for  any  other  cause,  may  endanger,  or  be  obnoxious  to  others.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to 

refuse  passage  to  such  person  or  persons,  and  upon  refunding  the  amount  paid  hereon  (less  European  railway  fares  or  other  expenses  incurred  on 

account  of  advances  to  or  for  passengers),  the  Line  shall  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  either  to  the  purchaser  or  passenger(s).  Purchaser, 
passage  money  and  passengers  are  all  liable  to  reimburse  the  Line  for  expenses  of  bringing  to  port,  maintaining  at  port,  and  returning  to  his  (her) 
home,  any  passenger  who  for  any  reasons,  is  not  permitted  to  or  does  not  sail. 

19.  Passenger  arriving  at  port  of  embarkation  without  having  reserved  accommodations  (room,  bed  or  berth)  in  advance,  do  so  at  their  own  risk. 

Reservations  will  not  be  made  for  aliens  destined  from  European  countries  to  the  United  States  or  Canada,  unless  such  aliens  are  already  in  possession 
of  the  necessary  passport  and  visa  and/or  other  documents  required  to  enter  either  of  the  foregoing  countries.  Where  accommodation  (room,  bed  or 

oerth)  has  been  reserved  on  a  particular  sailing  of  a  particular  steamer,  and  the  passenger  does  not  notify  the  Line  of  the  cancellation  thereof  at  least 

two  weeks  before  the  steamer’s  sailing  date,  the  Line  shall  be  deemed  to  have  fully  performed  its  contract,  and  no  refund  shall  be  made  of  any  sums 
which  have  been  paid  for  the  ticket.  If  this  contract  is  not  used  and  no  accommodation  has  been  reserved,  cancellation  thereof  may,  at  the  option  of 
the  Line,  be  granted  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  go-Sefiiing  paragraphs  of  this  ticket. 

20.  The  passengers  named  in  this  contract  agree  that  in  the  difccfletrijmof  ihe  master,  owners  or  any  agent  of  the  vessel,  the  vessel  may,  either 

before  or  after  proceeding  to  or  toward  the  port  of  destination,  proceed  from  any  port  or  ports  notwithstanding  risks  from  war  or  hostilities  or  may 

for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  any  such  risk,  delay  sailing  from  any  port  or  ports  once  or  oftener  in  any  part  of  the  world,  according  to  the  ship’s  con¬ 

venience  and  wait  at  any  such  port  or  ports,  or  there  land  the  passengers  and  terminate  the  voyage  or  transship  any  passengers  or  their  property;  and 
Ihe  full  passage  money  to  destination  shall  be  deemed  fully  earned  upon  embarkation  of  the  passenger  (whether  or  not  passenger(s)  leave(s)  the 
steamer  before  commencement  of  the  voyage)  and  shall  not  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part,  vessel,  passenger  or  property  lost  or  not  lost,  nor  although 
voyage  he  broken  up.

24.  The  Line  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  $30.00  in  addition  to  the  regular  passage  fare,  in  respect  of  each  passenger  under  16  years  of  age,  unac¬ 
companied  by  a  parent  or  guardian. 

25.  All  provisions  hereof  and  all  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line,  shall  he  cumulative  and  shall  operate  as  well  for  the  benefit 
of  the  ship  and  all  servants,  officers,  agents  and/or  employees  of  the  Line  and/or  ship.  Should  any  such  provisions  he  held  to  be  partially  or  wholly 
invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions  or  parts  of  provisions  of  this  Contract,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line  nor  any  provisions 
of  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  Line. 

26.  The  purchaser  of  this  prepaid  passage  for  himself  (herself)  and  as  authorized  agent  for  the  passenger(s)  to  be  carried  hereunder,  admits  that 
he  (she)  (they)  has  (have)  read  this  Contract  and  agrees  that  its  provisions  constitute  the  complete  agreement  bctVecn  the  Line,  purchaser  and  passen¬ 
ger;  and,  so  far  as  the  pax-ties  may  lawfully  so  agree,  that  such  contract  is  paramount  to  any  and  all  laws  of  any  country  imposing  greater  obligations 
upon  the  Line,  the  benefit  of  any  such  laws  being  hereby  waived  bv  the  purchaser  and  passdnger(s). 

27.  This  Contract  is  made  between  the  passenger  and  The  Polish  Trans-Atlantic  Shipping  Company,  Ltd.,  Gdynia,  Poland,  which  is  the  owner  of 
the  steamships.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  wherever  the  word  “Line”  or  the  words  “ship  owner”  or  the  words  “vessel,”  “ship,”  “carrier,”  or  any 
similar  words  or  phrases  occur  in  this  Contract,  they  refer  only  to  The  Polish  Trans-Atlantic  Shipping  Company.  Ltd.,  and  that  no  other  corporation 
or  individual  is  a  party  to  this  Contract,  and,  that  all  other  corporations  Or  individuals  assume  no  responsibility  for  its  performance  and  are  exempt 
from  any  liability  under  this  Contract  or  otherwise.

In  consideration  of  the  passage  money  indicated  on  the  reverse  side  (back)  of  this  contract,  the  United  States  Lines  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Lines)  agrees  to  transport  the  passenger  named  on  reverse  side  of  this  ticket  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  passenger),  but  only  upon  the 
terms  hereinafter  provided,  from  port  of  embarkation  to  port  of  landing  mentioned  herein,  and  to  provide,  as  agent  of  and  at  risk  of  passenger 
and/or  purchaser  of  this  ticket,  for  the  transportation  of  said  passenger  from  inland  point  in  Europe  to  port  of  embarkation,  and  or  from  port  of 
landing  to  point  of  destination  as  shown  on  reverse  side  (back)  of  this  contract. 

TERMS  OF  CONTRACT

16.  In  the  extension  of  limitation  of  liability  on  part  of  the  Lines,  this  Contract  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  4281-4287,  each  inclusive  of  the  United  States  Revised 

Statutes.  Wherever  provision  is  made  in  this  contract  for  limitation  of  liability  of  the  Lines  such  limitation  of  liability  shall  extend  to  and  cover  the  Lines,  the  Ship  Owners,  their 

representatives,  agents  and  servants.  Agent,  Master  and  Passage  Broker,  and  their  respective  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns  and  all  limitations  of  liability  in  this 
contract  contained  shall  extend  to  them  and  each  of  them.
